W ashington, Auh. l l —Tho United States made its 
fill lire diplomatic relations with the French Government 
contingent on the decisions taken today at the meeting of 
Marshal Detain’* cabinet in Vichy. 
Belat ions would he severed, it was reported, if the 
Vichy Government accedes to the latest German collab­ 
oration demands and permits the Nazis the “share” they 
seek in defending the French empire. 
This possibility caused conjecture whether the United 
States might then extend recognition to the “ Free French" 
forces of general Charles De Gaulle— a step which Degaullists 
believe would rebound psychologically to the benefit of their 
cause in most of the French possessions. 
Counter Policy 
Regardless of what happens on this particular point, the 
belief in diplomatic circles was th a t the United States would 
adopt a v i g o r o u s counter policy against any Franco-German 
collaboration program promising to install Nazi forces in the 
strategic bases on the Atlantic seacoast of French African 
colonies. 
Although officials were chary of formal comment, there 
seemed to be a disposition to expect the worst from today’s 
deliberations at Vichy. 
The opinion in some quarters was that the Vichy Gov- 
i 
eminent had a definite purpose in view Saturday when it 
released the statements made in a Paris interview by 
Fernand De Brinon, its envoy in the occupied zone. The 
burden of De Brinon’s remarks was that France had 
decided to accept the Nazi version of the new world order 
as opposed to the Anglo-American concept.
